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ANNIVERSARY 


In the year 1882, Mr. William Flemer and his 
friend, Mr. Theodore Foulk, started a small nurs- 
ery at Roselle, New Jersey. The Foulk and 
Flemer Nurseries continued until 1895 when Mr. 
Foulk sold his interests to a Mr. Felmly. Subse- 
quently, in 1898, the nursery was moved to 
Springfield, New Jersey, where it prospered and 
grew to over 300 acres of fruit stock and a com- 
paratively wide collection of ornamentals as well. 
About the year 1900, Mr. Flemer bought Mr. 
Felmly’s interest in the business and thus estab- 
lished the trade name of F. & F. Nurseries. By 
the year 1914, additional property was bought at 
Princeton, New Jersey, and in 1920, Mr. Flemer 
sold the company to his two sons. Carl Flemer 
managed the original F. & F. Nurseries at Spring- 
field while William Flemer, Jr. managed the 
Princeton branch. This partnership continued 
with both nurseries expanding their propagat- 
ing departments and enlarging their existing or- 
namental collection until their catalog became 
an annual reference book. 

William Flemer, Sr., before his death in 1925, 
lived to have the great satisfaction of seeing his 
early efforts brought to fruition. It was eventually 
decided to operate the two nurseries as separate 
concerns, that is—the F. & F. Nurseries at Spring- 
field, N. J. and the Princeton Nurseries at Prince- 
ton, N. J. 

Carl Flemer introduced the propagation of 
many ornamentals not heretofore grown in this 
country. He continued to expand and develop the 
F. & F. Nurseries. In the year 1932 we had been 
in business for half a century and in commemora- 
tion, Carl Flemer published a book called “After 
50 Years,” a handbook full of horticultural in- 
formation presented in a clear and understand- 
able form. This book was widely acclaimed and 
is still used by many as a reference book. During 
the 30’s and early 40’s our Landscape Department 
was developed and expanded as we continued to 
be a source of well grown, rare and exotic plants. 

In this year of 1957, on our 75th anniversary, 
we have completely moved our entire nursery to 
Holmdel, New Jersey. The new site is just west 
of the Garden State Parkway, near Telegraph 
Hill and adjacent to the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories. We cordially invite you to visit us at our 
new home.
